HE LAST obstacle in the way of the con- 
i struction of the Nicaragua Canal by the 
United States will soon be removed, 
: here is no longer any doubt that negotiations 
» practically complete by which the treaty, 
commonly known as the ¢ ‘lay ton-Bulwer Con- 
vention, will be abrogated, and in its stead will 
be an agreement providing for the neutrality of 
the proposed waterway. Naturally, the Brit- 
ish Government has not made this concession 
without requiring adequate return, but diplo- 
mats in Washington, who are acquainted with 
= 1¢ labyrinths of British diplomacy, ascribe the 
udden change of attitude to the war in South 
Africa and to the necessity of British concilia- 
tion of the United States, in order to prevent 
any departure by the President from the atti- 
tnde of strict neutrality which he has up to 
this time pursued. It is recalled in this con- 
nection that it was at a critical period of the 
Transvaal dispute that Great Britain retired 
from Samoa and made concessions to Germany 
in South Africa as well, and it is also recalled 
that Lord Salisbury has been particularly gra- 
cious in dealing with the incidents which 
arose from the seizure of German ships and 
American cargoes. A year ago, when the 
international horizon was clear of war clouds, 
Great Britain declined to sign the convention 
for the abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
uuless certain concessions were made to ber in 
connection with the delimitation of the Alaskan 
boundary, but her pretensions at the time were 
so extensive that Secretary Hay refused to con- 
sider them, and the Clayton-Bulwer treaty nego- 
tiations came to an abrupt end. No such ter- 
mination is expected at this time, however, in 
view of the delicate position Great Britain is in, 
ind of the necessity which confronts her of 
either abrogating the treaty or of witnessing 
the appearance of a strain in her relations with 
the United States at a time when American 
friendship is of importance to her future. 


The Administration is gravely concerned over 
the situation in Kentucky. Appreciating the 
effect of the recurrence of such a condition of 
affairs during the coming Presidential cam- 
paign, Mr. McKinley and his advisers are 
anxiously awaiting the restoration of peace 
and order, and are hoping that the Guberna- 
torial controversy will be settled without 
Federal aid. There have been appeals from 
Mr. Taylor for Presidential recognition and 
assistance; prominent’ Kentucky Republicans 
have pleaded with the President to comply 
with his wishes, and equally prominent Demo- 
crats have strongly urged that he decline to 
intervene. The last course has been adopted. 
Though deprecating the situation, and desirous 
that it shall be promptly alleviated, the Presi- 
dent feels that he is not justified under the 
Constitution in despatching troops to establish 
order in the State. He has come to the con- 
clusion that the general government can only 
interfere to protect a State from domestic vio- 
lence when the Legislature makes application 
therefor, or, when it cannot be convened, the 
Executive submits the appeal. ‘The facts 
which have been presented to the President 
show there has never been any obstacle in the 
way of the assemblage of the Legislature, and 
he has therefore decided that the policy he 
should pursue is one of non-interference, 


The fate of Matthew Stanley Quay hangs 
trembling in the balance. Discussing his 
status with pedantic argument, repeating to a 
great extent the views for and against admis- 
sion which have been presented in similar 
cases in the past, the Senate has been using 
many of its morning hours in a laudable deter- 
mination to prepare the country for the action 
it proposes to take. And Mr. Quay is reading 
the reports with a smile which shows the 
absolute confidence he feels that he will be 
ultimately granted admission, 

Perhaps this confidence is best illustrated 
by simply calling attention to the fact that the 
reports of the Senate Committee on Privileges 
and Elections were allowed to be taken up by 
the Senate. Had Mr. Quay any idea that he 
would be refused admission he would certainly 
have caused his following in the Senate to have 
opposed consideration of his application, and 
those who understand the way in which busi- 
ness in the Upper House is conducted will ap- 
preciate that such opposition would have been 
effective, especially as Senator Hanna has an- 
nounced his purpose to support the Pennsyl- 
vanian’s claims, It is not expected that a vote 
will be taken upon Mr. Quay’s case until the 
currency bill is disposed of; but about March 
1 supporters of Mr. Quay expect to see him 
sitting in the Senate, taking part in the trans- 
action of national business. Mr. Quay’s ad- 
mission will mean the seating of Senators from 
Delaware and Utah, under appointment by the 
Governors of those States. 

California, which until recently was vitally 
interested in the determination of the Quay 
case, is now endeavoring to select a junior 
Senator by legitimate election, and reliable 
information received here indicates that there 
is an excellent prospect of an agreement. 
Should the Legislature, however, again fail to 
elect, the Governor will probably appoint a 
Califorman, and the Senate, in the event of 
Mr. Quay’s admission, will be compelled to
